July "*.Hartnan Rid¬
der. treasurer of the Democratic Na¬
tional Commute In 190». to-day pro-
dueed for the Inspection of the Senate
committee Ineestitrating campaign con¬

tributions, oflicial reports of the com¬
mittee's receipts and expedlturcs he had
filed with the Secretary of State of New
York In UK'S. J. J. Martin, private
secretary to the Secretary of State,
produced the reports, as official custo¬
dian of tnem These showed the total
receipts were 1620,641.(7, and the total
expenditures were 1619.410.06,
Mr Ridder told the. committee how

he raised the money for William J.
Bryan's last presidential fight

"I wa^j the largest contributor." de¬
clared Mr. Ridder. "I gave $37.000
Mr. Bryan made a rule that no one
should contribute more than 110,000,
so 110,000 was subecrlbed |n my name,
and »ach of my sons give IS.000."
"Did August Belmont contribute any¬

thing in 15ns?" asked Chairman Clapp.
"No. he did not." said Mr. Ridder.
Mr Belmont had told the committee

recently that he contributed about
$2.10.000 to the Democratic National
Committee. In 1904.
